1.  lATER  SUPPLY  c 

The  town  has  been  adequately  served  with  wo.ter  by  the 
Bucks*  Water  Board,  who  derive  supplies  from  the  Ash  Hill 
deep  well,  which  is  a  local  source  of  lime  stone  origin, 
and  from  the  Poxcote  supply,  v/hich  is  obtained  from 
catchment  and  River  Ouse  extraction*  The  v/ater  taken  from 
the  Ash  Hill  well  is  of  extremely  *Hard*  quality,  whilst 
the  Poxcote  supply  is  much  less  *Hard‘.  No  additionaJ. 
Pluoridisation  of  the  v/ater  is  undertaken  by  the  Board* 

No  restrictions  on  the  use  of  the  v/ater  supply  v/ere 
in^osed  during  the  year  and  the  two  samples  taken  by  the 
Council  were  found  to  be  bacterio logically  very  satisfactory. 

Every  dwelling  in  the  town  is  served  by  a  piped  supply 
from  the  public  supply  mains,  although  14  dwellings  continue 
to  be  supplied  by  a  standpipe  and  have  no  internal  supply* 

The  majority  of  these  dwellings  are  contained  in  the 
Council *s  Schedule  of  dwellings  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

2.  SEf/ERACE  AND  SEllACE  DISPOSAL. 

The  Council’s  Public  Health  Committee  have  given 
considerable  thought  during  the  year  to  the  sewage  disposal 
problem  and  this  consideration  has  been  further  complicated 
by  reason  of  the  suggested  population  growth  of  the  town  and 
also  by  the  proposals  of  the  Bucks.  County  Council  to 
develop  a  New  Town  in  the  North  Bucks*  Area.  The  Council 
has.  now  instructed  its  Consulting  Engineers  to  design 
additions  to  the  existing  works  to  accommodate  the  drainage 
from  a  population  of  6,000  persons  including  the  present 
inhabitants.

Instructions  have  also  been  given  to  the  Consulting 
Engineers  to  investigate  locations  for  the  construction  of  a 
new  Sewage  Works  to  provide  for  an  ultimate  population  of 
15/000  persons*  i 

Difficulty  is  being  experienced  in  the  disposal  of 
sludge  and  this  problem  is  also  being  considered  by  the  !| 

Council's  Consulting  Engineers  and  its  Officers*

During  the  year  the  existing  sewerage  system  has  been 
extended  to  provide  drainage  facilities  to  private  enterprise  i 
housing  development  at  Walnut  Close,  Greenlands  Close  and 
Linford  Avenue  extension.  All  these  extensions  discharge 
into  the  Wolverton  Road  sewer  -vihich,  since  ,  the  opening  of  the  s 
M*l.  Service  Area  has  from  time  to  time  been  overloaded  and 
the  Council  should  give  its  early  consideration  to  the 
sewerage  problem  in  this  western  area  of  the  town. 

The  Council  have  also  considered  the  replacement  of 
its  existing  sewer  beneath  the  High  Street  and  a  scheme 
has  been  prepared  and  it  is  expected  that  this  work  will  be 
undertaken  during  the  summer  of  1965  • 

Owing  to  a  proposal  to  develop  land  south  of  Chicheley 
Street  by  the  construction  of  residential  and  industrial 
properties  a  scheme  for  the  foul  and  surface  water  drainage 
of  this  area  is  being  prepared.  The  proposed  sewer  vd.ll 
also  enable  the  connection  of  15  residential  properties, 
at  present  served  by  cesspool  drainage  schemes,  to  be 
carried  out  and  to  provide  sewerage  facilities  to  further 
land  areas  for  extended  residential  development  north  of 
that  area. 

There  were  no  incidents  of  flooding  in  the  area 
during  the  year  and  it  can  be  remarked  that  during  the  dry 
weather  periods  of  Summer  and  V/inter,  the  level  of  water  in 
the  Rivers  Ouse  and  Lovat  were  the  lowest  recorded* 
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3  •  REFUSE  CQLLIBCTION  AMD  DISPOSi\L . 


The  Gouncil  has  continued  its  collection  of  house  refuse 
on  a  ^Back  Door*  weekly  interval  arremgement ,  using  in  the 
majoidty  of  cases  the  skip  system.  The  Council  are 
prepared  to  adopt  the  hag  system  and  a  number  of  private 
properties  have  now  adopted  this  method  of  house  storage  of 
refuse.  All  nev/  Council  houses  and  other  Council  dwellings 
are  being  supplied  with  paper  bag  holders  as  the  existing 
bin  requires  replacement. 

Every  domestic  property,  including  farm  houses,  is  now 
serwed  with  a  weekly  collection  service  and  trade  refuse  is 
collected  as  required  from  business  and  industrial  under¬ 
takings.  The  trade  refuse  from  the  M.l  Service  Area 
continues  to  be  collected  by  the  1^  cubic  yard  bulk 
containers  conveyed  by  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  fore  and  aft 
refuse  freighter. 

The  disposal  system  is  by  means  of  semi -controlled 
tipping  at  the  Willen  Road  site  adjoining  the  existing  sewage 
v/orks.  Tipping  is  carried  out  on  op  en  land  -ydiich  was 
fomerly  allotment  gardens  and  y^hilst  there  is  accommodation 
for  the  accumulation  of  refuse  for  several  years  at  the 
present  rate  of  tipping,  it  is  suggested  that  with  the  growth 
of  the  town  in  mind  the  Council  should  consider  its  Refuse 
Disposal  arrangements  in  terms  of  its  future  policy. 
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SECTION  D  -'HOUSING-  ACT« 


During  the  year  no  Council  housing  development  took 
place  although  it  was  expected  that  a  scheme  for  the 
construction  of  57  dwellings  (¥ihite thorns  Estate)  v/ould 
commence  during  September  or  October  1964*  This  target 
however,  was  not  achieved  and  it  is  expected  that  work  will 
now  commence  about  i^ril,  1965*  .  During  the  year  the 
Council  have  acquired  15  unfit  houses  in  Tickford  Street 
with  a  view  to  the  clearance  of  the  site  and  its  redevelop¬ 
ment  as  a  small  estate  of  Old  Persons  bungaloT/  dwellings, 

A  further  10  dwellings  were  closed,  or  londertaking  not  to 
relet  obtained,  owing  to  their  unfitness  for  housing  purposes. 
Prom  a  private  enterprise  point  of  view  the  land  areas 
available  in  the  Town  Plan  for  residential  development  are 
almost  exhausted  and  the  demand  for  housing  accommodation 
still  remains  far  from  satisfied  but  with  the  County  Council’s 
proposals  for  the  construction  of  a  new  town  or  city  in  the 
North  Bucks,  area  and  the  proposals  for  the  population 
growth  of  the  existing  town  still  under  consideration,  it 
v/ould  appear  that  no  immediate  solution  to  the  difficulty  , 
can  be  expected.  51  dwellings  were  completed  by  private 
enterprise  construction  during  the  year. 

Financial  grant  was  made  by  the  Council  in  respect 
of  8  Standard  Grant  schemes  and  12  Inprovement  G-rant 
proposals. 

Under  the  Housing  Act  19^4,  Part  II,  the  Council  have 
decided  that  an  area  of  residential  properties,  95  in 
number,  shall  be  surveyed  with  a  view  to  the  improvement  of 
the  dwellings  in  the  area  by  the  provision  of  the  Standard 
Housing  Amenities.  The  survey  was  proceeding  at  the  end 
of  the  year.

The  district  highways  of  the  town  continue  to  he 
scavenged  hy  street  sweeper  and  orderly  hand  truck  and  this 
method  is  also  used  in  regard  to  the  classified  highways 
scavenged  hy  the  Urban  District  on  hehalf  of  the  County 
Council*  It  is  hoped  that  the  Council  will  consider  the 
adoption  of  mechanical  sweeping  during  the  coming  year.

3.  FACTORIES  ACT  I96I. 

During  the  year  three  deletions  of  factory  registration 
took  place  and  two  additional  registrations  were  made.  The 
total  registrations  are  now  24  premises* 

Considerable  additions  were  made  during  the  year  to 
the  factory  occupied  by  Aston  Martin  Lagonda  Limited. 

Plans  for  a  nev/  factory  to  be  situated  east  of 
Tickford  Street  have  been  submitted  aind  approved  by  the 
Council  and  preliminary  discussions  regarding  additional 
factory  space  to  be  constructed  at  Messrs.  Sogenique  Services 
have  taken  place. 

A  rebuilding  proposal  for  part  of  the  Parchment  Yvorks, 
Caldecote  Street  is  scheduled  to  commence  during  early  1965* 
In  all  cases  the  Council's  requirement  from  a  Factory  Act 
point  of  view  are  considered  at  plan  stage  and  during  the 
process  of  construction. 

Existing  factory  premises  have  been  inspected  and 
there  is  little  of  interest  to  report  in  this  regard. 

4.  FOOD  HYCIENB  ETC. 

A  considerable  number  of  inspections  have  been  made 
in  an  endeavour  to  ensure  that  in  all  cases  the  foodstuffs 
are  supplied  to  the  Townsfolk  in  a  clean  and  wholesome 
condition.  It  is  generally  felt  that  the  local  food 
distributors  have  this  aspect  of  their  duty  very  much  in 
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mind  but  it  is  felt  that  in  certain  cases  the  age  and 
layout  of  the  premises  renders  this  most  difficult. 

In  a  number  of  cases  where  food  in  a  stale  or 
unwholesome  condition  has  been  sold,  or  exposed  for  sale, 
it  is  found  that  systems  of  stock  rotation  have  broken  down 
occasionally,  owing  to  the  use  of  untrained  or  careless 
staff  and  the  want  of  adequate  supervision.  In  all  cases 
both  the  staff  and  management  conceined  have  been  warned  of 
the  offence  -vdiere  found  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  in 
the  past  foui-  years,  no  second  offence  has  been  notified  or 
found  at  an  establishment  in  which  a  previous  complaint 
was  found. 

5«  SLAUGHISEHQUSES . 

No  slaughterhouses  exist  in  the  district  and  the  local 
meat  supplies  continue  to  be  obtained  from,  Bedford, 
Nortliampton  and  Luton. 

6.  PKEVETITION  OF  DMAGE  BY  EESTS. 

During  the  yeair  2,092  surveys  of  property  v/ere 
carried  out  in  the  district  and  of  these  96  properties  were 
treated  for  rat  infestation  and  2  for  mice.  This  work 
is  undertaken  by  the  North  Bucks.  Area  Rodent  Committee  on 
behalf  of  the  Council. 

7  .  UNSQUm  FOODS 


During  the  year  the  food  traders  of  the  town  have  been 
most  co-operative  with  my  Department  and  they  have  indicated 
a  sincere  desire  not  to  sell  to  the  public  any  unsound  food.
